BYU  Statistics  Told 
in  Bishop’s  Assembly 


BYU’s  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson released  BYU  statistics 
for  second  semester  at  the  devo- 
tional Thursday. 

ENROLL3IENT  this  semester 
is  12,283,  an  all-time  high  for  the 
spring  semester,  according  to  L. 
Howard  Campbell,  director  of  in- 
stitutional research. 

These  12,283  students  include 
5,700  single  men  and  5,600  single 
women  from  50  states  of  the 
Union,  over  50  foreign  countries 
and  347  stakes  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Returned  ^missionaries  number 
2,875  and  are  members  of  the 
37  wards  and  three  BYU  stakes. 
Total  membership  of  these  stakes 
is  9,500;  the  biggest  headache  for 
the  campus  bishops  is  finding 
enough  jobs  for  the  ward  mem- 
bers. According  to  statistics,  70 
per  cent  of  the  ward  members 
are  sacrament  meeting  attenders. 

CLASSR003I  facilities  are 
used  36  hours  a week  of  80  per 
cent  of  the  daytime  instruction 


house.  Lab  facilities  are  even 
harder  pressed  with  43  hours 
weekly,  which  means  they  are 
used  105  per  cent  of  the  daytime 
teaching  hours. 

Scholarship  students  number 
1,044.  Almost  half  of  BYU’s  en- 
rollment, 5,447  students,  want  to 
receive  teaching  certificates.

Capitol’s  Squirrels 


SACRAMENTO,  Calif.  (UPD-

The  letter  of  J.  S.  P^ogala  and 
Stanford  Smith,  “Taw  (Tewi  for 
Regression,”  made  use  of  many 
cliches  against  capitalism.  In  re- 
ply to  their  indirect  request  for 
the  individualist  point  of  view,  I 
will  review  these  cliches. 

(1)  “You  have  elected  that  we 
live  in  the  bourgeois  decade  o'! 
1890,  which  produced  the  ‘Robber 
Barons’ Laissez  faire  of  the 
late  1800’s  was  undesirable  be- 
cause it  bribed  special  favors 
from  a corrupt  government.  The 
individualist  views  this  as  an  im- 
moral situation  because  it  vio- 
lates the  fundamental  principle 
that  the  duty  of  government  is  to 
preserve  freedom,  not  to  oppress 
some  in  favor  of  others. 

(2)  “We  also  cherish  the  right 
to  have  control  of  others’  actions 
by  which  we  might  suffer”;  this 
right  is  basic  to  any  society  in 
Which  private  property  is  pro- 
tected. It  does  not,  however,  im- 
ply the  right  of  the  government 
to  “tak^from  the  rich  and  give 
to  the  poor.” 

(3)  “But,  Mr.  Taw,  how  much 
more  Christian  to  share  with 
others”:  The  individualist  has  no 
contention  with  Christian  char- 
ity. But,  the  welfare  state  does 
not  embody  true  charity.  Its  gifts 
are  not  voluntary,  but  forced 
through  taxes.  Its  gifts  are  not 
personal  sacrifices,  but  rather  tax 
money  taken  from  others.  Its 
gifts  are  not  anonymous,  but 
rather  given  with  show  and  an- 
nouncement to  get  the  votes  of 
the  recipients. 

(4)  “How  much  freedom  are^ 
you  losing  by  cooperating  instead’ 
of  competing?”:  If  cooperation  is 
voluntary,  you  lose  no  freedom. 
If  it  is  involuntary,  as  in  a wel- 
fare state,  you  lose  any  freedom 
which  bureaucracy  says  might 
not  coincide  with  their  view  of 

. “the  good  of  the  people.” 

(5)  “By  collective  action  we 
may  guarantee  ourselves  the 
bare  necessities  of  life”:  The  in- 
dividualist does  not  oppose  col- 
lective action  when  it  is  volun- 
tary as  in  a corporation.  He  does 
oppose  the  use  of  force  to  re- 
quire collective  action,  collective 
thought,  or  collective  belief  for 
this  destroys  freedom  of  speech, 
property,  and  religion. 

(6)  “You  choose  a value  orien- 
ted philosophy;  we  choose  one 
that  is  people  oriented”:  The  es- 


sence of  socialism  or  welfarism 
involves  the  materialistic  level- 
ing of  wealth.  Barry  Goldwater 
says,  “Conservatism,  throughout 
history,  has  regarded  man  neith- 
er as  a potential  pawn  of  other 
men,  nor  as  a part  of  a general 
collectivity  in  which  the  sacred- 
ness and  the  separate  identity  of. 
individual  human  beings  are  ig- 
nored.” 

(7)  “Man  is  a social  animal”; 
Welfarism  and  socialism  construe 
this  statement  to  imply  that  man 
is  a socialist  animal.  The  individ- 
ualist declares  that  man  is  a di- 
vinely created  being  whose  soc- 
ial needs  are  best  satisfied  in  a 
society  governed  by  freedom. 

(8(  “Security  is  the  first  con 
dition  of  greedon”:  Security  from 
economic  hardship  is  a result  of 
production,  which  presupposes 
producers.  Producers  are  free 
men  encouraged  by  the  incentive 
of  private  property  to  supply 
goods  to  consumers.  When  social 
leveling  of  welfarism  destroys 
the  private  property  incentive, 
production  declines.  Thus  free- 
dom is  the  first  condition  of  se- 
curity.

The  director  of  the  Pinehill  Ex- 
periment said  he  was  grateful  for 
the  time  the  University  has  given 
him  during  the  past  three  years 
to  work  at  Pinehills,  and  he  add- 
ed that  he  would  like  to  see  such 
a program  institutionalized  at 
BYU.  The  Pinehill  Exfieriment 
provides  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  research,  he  said.
